A Scale of Benefits Somewhat Lower 
Than The Trade Unions

the voluntary principle for all. They 
aim at a scale of benefits somewhat 
lower both in amount and duration 
than the strongest trade unions. pa 
To do this they: propose to raise ise 1a 
cents per man per week, made up of 
contributions from the workmen, the 
employers, and the state. The trades 
to which the scheme is compulsorily 
applied are: 

ouse building ani works of con- 
struction, eng neering, machine and 
tool making, ship and boat building, 
vehicles and sawyers. 

“Those trades are chosen because 
they form a group where unemploy- 
ment is high and chronic.

Aim for Big Yields. 


In planning for the a seed - 
ing says Canadian Farm, the 
farmer should aim for maximum 
prodaction in crop yields. This 
cannot be secured by slip-shod 
methods of cultivation and getting 
the seed into the ground in any 
old way. Nor can it be secured 
by neglecting the sed. Most any 
kind of seed will grow and pro- 
duce some kind of orop. Dirty 
seed will produce a dirty orop. 
Clean seed, other conditions being 
equal, will produce a clean crop. 
A clean crop, however, is not 
everything. But given a olean 
crop and a maximum crop in one, 
and the farmer is securing the 
the best possible results in crop 
production. Clean, vigorous, well- 
selected seed, grown on well pre- 
pared land, providing other con- 
ditions are favorable, will insure 
a maximum crop every time, A 
farmer cannot control the weather 
but he can control other conditions 
necessary in crop production. A 
first consideration with many far- 
mers in the spring season, is to 
get the seed in the ground ‘early. 
This is wise, provided growing 
conditions are favorable, and the 
soil is in the proper trim to receive 
the seed. If, however, the land is 
not in proper shape, it is better to 
delay seeding until it is. Good 
seed sown on well-prepared land 
will be as far advanced at harvest 
time as seed sown in poorly pre- 
pared soil a week or two earlier, 
and there will be a larger return 
in bushels of grain. Where plant 
food is made available for the 
plant in the best possible form 
growth will bé rapid and a crop 


will soon gain ona crop sown 
earlier, but on badly prepared 
land.

up a gallon or so of warm water and 
some carbolic dip solution. get a dandy 
brush and dip in mixture and give 
every cow and heifer in the barn a 
good — all around the tail head 


done summer and winter, and for five 
years not a single case of abortion oc- 
eurred among a total of 125 dairy 
cows. 


Chopping the Reoughage. 

When concentrates are made up of 
heavy feeds like corn chop, cottonseed 
meal, olimeal, ete. we have always 
favored chopping a portion of ‘the 
roughage, molstening it and mixing it 
with the contentrates, It bas been 
found that the dairy cow does better 
when she is fed a ration somewhat 
light in ite mechanical makeup, if not 
too much corn is used. In the absence 
of reots or silage we would suggest 
that about one pound of the linseed 
meal be fed daily to each cow. We 
should feed from twelve to fifteen 
pounds of the clover bay and ali the 
shredded fodder the cows wili cop- 
sume, not forcing them to eat the 
coarser parts.—Hoard’s Dairyman.
